article referred to is a report of the meet­ 
ing of The Farmers' Club, in this city . 
Subject tor discussion: 
"Will It Pay 
to use Commercial Fertilizers In This Vi- 
ciuity *” 
From the report given of the meeting, 
one would be led to believe that the prac­ 
tical farmers of Lee county were not in 
j favor of a concentrated manure. 
Your 
reporter did not mention that the opinions 
; given were from gentlemen who have 
never tried it. 
A statement was made at 
the meeting by one of our most wide­ 
awake farmers who had 
ex perimented 
last season with a commercial fertilizer, 
that by the use of f t . 7 5 worth per acre, 
his qrop of cum was increased at least JO 
• bushels per acre. 
Did it pay him? An­ 
other farmer, equally well known, testi- 
‘ lied that by the us« of about the same 
| amount his crop was increased from 20 
bushels of "nubbins" to 50 bushels of 
good, sound corn per acie. 
Did it pay 
him? Another states that on 20 acres, by 
the use of n small quantity of fertilizer, 
he raised 500 bushels of good corn, while 
his neighbor, on equally as good land, 
harvested GO0 bushels from 00 acres with 
out it. 
While I heartily agree with those who 
advocate the use of home-made manure 
and the rotation of crops, I would like to 
ask: what arc the "special circumstances’’ 
untier which a 
commercial 
fertilizer 
should be used? Every one will admit 
that the beef and pork for which this 
State and county are famous, carry to the 
market certain elements of the soil which 
can only be reproduced by rest or sup­ 
ply ing the same in a concentrated form. 
Why not, in addition to rotation of crops 
and home-made manure, supply a portion 
of that soil which has been consumed 
and driven to market? 
Nearly all of the 
standard fertilizers of to-day are com­ 
posed of the bones, ^blood and meat of 
animals slautered in our cities. Can the 
return of these substances to the soil 
make it be other than beneficial? 
Will it pay the farmer to wait for his 
land to recuperate, when, by a compara­ 
tively small outlay ’, he can ifacreuse its 
fertility and 
produce 50 instead of 25 
bushels of corn per acre; which is about 
the average y ield of the State. 
Is it any wonder that the man who 
rents an acre of land for $4.00, and by 
hard woik and economy raises 25 bushels 
of corn value say 30 cents when harves­ 
ted, leaving the enormous profit of $3.50 
for his labor in plowing, planting, culti­ 
vating, harvesting, wear on machiuery , 
etc., should stop and consider why his 
neighbor with half the amount of land 
produces more, and can take a day off 
oceassionully for enjoy ment. 
It is a 
subject for thought, and I will venture to 
predict that in the near futur^ the doubt­ 
ful ones of to-day will be the strongest 
advocates of commercial fertilizers.

THE PREMIER DISCOURSES 


SALISBURY ADDS HIS VOICE TO TH E 


WRANGLE IN BRITAIN. 


H s D efends th e Crim es D ill end A ttacks 
G ladstone and P arn ell—The G. O. M. on 
A m erican Sym pathy—N ationalists D e­ 
clin e an In vestig ation Proposition, and 
T he T im es Says “ Day on Mac Duff.” 


L ondon, April 31.— L« ord Salisbury, in an 
addreai delivered Tuesday night before the 
Primrose club at the Albert palace, the occa­ 
sion being the sixth anniversary of the death 
of the earl of Beaconsfleld, said the hollow 
agitation carried on during the K oh tor holi­ 
days by the opposition had failed, and the 
government’s case was the country’s. 
The 
government stood in Ireland facing a vast 
machine producing terrorism and crime, 
against which the government intended to 
struggle with all the powers the parliament 
would grant 
The present Irish crimes bill 
would not compare in stringency with Glad­ 
stone’s bill of 18 8 1. 
Under tho latter meas­ 
ure people were imprisoned without trial. 
This could not be done under the present bill. 
The suppression of crime in Ireland did not 
mean the suppression of liberty. 
Tho po­ 
liceman 
in 
arresting 
Bill 
Sykos did 
not 
interfere with 
liberty. 
Yet 
Glad­ 
stone condemned the crimes repression bill 
A danger of tho present day lay in catch­ 
words like “ coercion.” What had Gladstone 
gained? asked tho premier. 
Ho had gained 
the eighty six vory devoted followers of Par­ 
nell, who had been challenged with having 
approved murder, and who had refused, or 
whose friends had refused for him, to enter 
the witness-box and deny the charge. 
And 
thii course Gladstone approved, 
l ’arnoll 
had l>eeii assisted with funds subscribed by 
men who advocated murder. 
When a man 
was accused in such a manner, it was not 
open to him to put tho accusation aside with 
a copious use of tho elegant vocabulary bis 
friends had introduced in the house of com­ 
mon? . 
He was bound to enter tho witness- 
box and deny tho charges against him most 
solemnly. 
How could Gladstone, before tho 
country, associate with men who refuse to 
submit to such a question to tho judgment of 
an English jurj'? 
Salisbury added that Gladstone desired 
Partu ll to go acquit on his own simple a s­ 
sertion th at h e was innocent, and continued: 
“ If Parnell and his associates were men ab­ 
solutely free from suspicion in this matter I 
would understand that reasoning. 
But they 
belong to a party of which a large w ing has 
worked by murder, and been largely sup­ 
ported by contributions of others who open­ 
ly advocate political assassination. Parnell’s 
trusted friends have mixed on terms of inti 
macy with those whose advocacy of assassin­ 
ation is well k n ow n, 
and the language of 
Parnell and his friends in speaking of fear­ 
ful crimes committed has not been above re­ 
proach, being marked by indifference to— 
even tolerance of—-murder.”

The action taken is in­ 
tended to support the Whiting Manufactur­ 
ing company, whose men have struck bo- 
eauso 
thirteen non-union men were em­ 
ployed. 
The trouble has been brewing for a year, 
and tho employers take this opportunity for 
throwing down tho gage of battle.

into Norfolk harbor. 
Surgeon Bid lie, who 
had been attending the lieutenant, called to 
see Danenhower Wednesday morning about 
9 :8 0 o’clock, and was horrified to find him 
lying dead upon the floor with a bullet hole 
through his head and a 52-caliber Smith Sc 
Wesson revolver lying by his side, with one 
chamber empty. Lieut. Danenhower arose at 
0 o’clock in the morning and had breakfast 
I ’he shooting must have occurred shortly 
afterward, and wa3 undoubtedly tho result 
of temporary insanity. 
He ^aves a widow 
and two children, who are absent on a visit. 
He was of an extremely sensitive nature, and 
of late the slightest thing worried him. Dur­ 
ing his trials in tho arctic region his mind 
became impaired and ho never fully recov­ 
ered.

PICK DAVIS' MAGNETIC TABLE. 


A Piece of Furniture on W hich tho 
Owner Won Thousands. 
For ten years past there has stood in 
the comer of the billiard room of the 
principal hotel in this town a rickety old 
card table. 
Its worthlessness caused it 
to remain in the place during the changes 
of the hotel’s many proprietorships. 
It 
was a round table covered with an old 
gray army blanket, tacked to tho tfclge 
through a long strip of leather. 
At 
regular distances wero four pieces of tin 
clumsily nailed down for tho play ers to 
lay their lighted cigars on. 
In late years 
its fou r ru d ely mad e 
legs were so shaky 
that n o on e cared to teeter his chips on 
the table, an d it was chieily u sed by tho 
gu ests to throw their coats an d hats on 
when they wen t to their meals. 
For a 
lon g time tho presen t proprietor alway s 
said when ho looked at the table that he 
‘•in ten d ed to clear it ou t to-morrow an d 
get a n ew on e,” bu t somehow this was 
n ot d on e u n til lately ; perhaps then on ly 
becau se people began to tear their coats 
on tho n u lls, an d their impromptu re­ 
marks on the su bject ten d ed to compli­ 
cate matters. 
It was after a d ou ble barrel explosion 
of this lan d the other d ay that the pro­ 
prietor told his barten d er to cu t the cover 
off the table an d make kin d lin g wood of 
the cu ssed thin g. Hie barten d er whipped 
out his wife and began to carve tho 
blanket. 
He had just made one savage 
slash and had started a second when his 
knife struck against something metallic. 
Ho then ripped the cover off and found a 
stool plate nine inches long and six 
inches wide, which was set flush into the 
table. 
The plate was about a foot from 
the edge and pierced with a dozen holes. 
Every one wondered what it was for, and 
an old townsman remembered that the 
table had been brought there from Vir­ 
ginia City years ago, and presumed it 
was U$ed in the early days to play some 
kind of cribbage. 
When the table began 
to be chopped up a light was thrown on 
the character of the table; for underneath 
the top, concealed on a little shelf b> 
one of the legs, were a small battery, 
coils of wire and some complicated ma­ 
chinery connected with one of the tin 
plates. 
These were covered with rust 
and dust. 
Then the old town sman woke u p an d 
remembered seein g in d ay s gon e by a man 
n amed Pick Davis win $7,000 at d ice on 
that very table, from a cattle man , in 
abou t fifteen secon d s, liesid es pickin g u p 
su n d ry thou san d s an d hu n d red s at other 
times from those who were gambin gly in ­ 
clin ed . 
Two d rin ks also cau sed the old 
town sman to su d d en ly recollect that 
Davis came d own to Mu scel Slou gh—as 
Han ford was called then —from Virgin ia 
Citjr with a big repu tation as a “d ip 
chu cker,” an d the boy s cam:» in from far 
an d n ear to bu ck him. 
It was said that 
Davis had won over $100,000 at d ice in 
tho min es, where he was called “ Lu cky 
Pick.” 
As he was n ot fou n d ou t In his 
play he is alive to-d ay , bu t he has chan ged 
his n ame an d own s a big ran ch in the San 
Joaqu in valley . So it is seen that on e way 
to wealth an d respectability has been for 
a “ su re thin g m an ,” in the d iscovery of 
a magn etic ou tfit to d o u p people with 
dice, an d n ot to get cau ght becau se he got 
in his work sin gle han d ed .

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A NORTHERN LEGEND. 


It was on a wild, wintry night in the 
polar regions of the most northern estu 
ary of Hudson’s bay that I was reposing, 
half asleep, stretched out on the gray 
reindeer robes that separated mo frftm 
the most curious of all couches, a bed of 
scow, while the half flickering light 
from a native stone lamp that looked 
like half of a huge clam-shell, with the 
straggling bits of light along its edge, 
threw its yellow, jaundiced hues against 
a number of queer faces—fat, dumpy 
ones that looked like obese Mongolians 
painted up to imitate the facial hues of 
our own Indians. 
Back of this group 
of Esquim aux—for such they were— 
were the weirdly white walls of the 
snow house, m aking the dom icile look 
notuniikea little oval-domed, egg-shaped 
pen built of tombstones. 
The little chil­ 
dren were asleep in a cozy corner, un­ 
der the reindeer rolx» s, a great shaggy 
black musk-ox skin being between them 
and the walls of the snow house, w hile 
the few Esquimau men in the place were 
sitting on the edge of a bed 
of snow, 
their feet swathed in skins, dangling 
down to the floor of the same white ma­ 
terial, where a few dogs were prying 
their noses around to catch a bit of seal 
or walrus meat; or they were sitting a 
la Turk upon it, all of them w ith their 
arms withdrawn from the sleeves of 
their coats and crossed upon their bare 
breasts underneath, and each and every 
one enjoying a pipe of tobacco while 
thus warming their hands. 
As the white smoke lazily ascended 
and drifted away through the little holes 
in the top of the walls of snow, I heard 
the group, one by one, tell their curious 
stories of the boreal chase, their dangers 
on the floes of ice, and the m yths and 
legends of the great north land, and ono 
of them, the legend of an old walrus- 
hunter of the tribe, I must tell; 
Far, far in the m ythical past, when 
the ancestors of the Innuits, or Esqui­ 
m aux, first came to this land, the blasts 
of winter and its weary leagues of ice 
and snow were unknown. 
Summer 
reigned throughout the year, and the 
walrus crawled upon the rocky islets 
and the slopping shores, instead of cakes 
and vast floes of ice, and were there se­ 
cured bv the merry hearted hunters, 
who never know of famine from the 
tickle storms of winter. 
Seals sported 
in the pretty little fiords, 
and with 
spears and light skin canoes they suc­ 
cessfully hunted them the year 
round. 
Flowers grew upon the banks o f the 
lakes, and ice was unknown upon their 
waters, while in myriad droves the eider 
duck and guillem ot and 
sn o wy goose 
floated upon their bosoms, and their 
clamorous voices filled the air. 
Fro m 
lake to lake their many droves 
wan d- 
dered at their pleasure, but southward 
they never had to go to avoid the cold, 
or because their swim m ing places wore 
covered with ice; 
and their g arru lo u s 
clatter could he heard in any month in 
the year. 
Clouds never darkened the 
sky, and the sun never set, 
but swung 
around the 
horizon, 
undimmed by 
mists, like 
some 
sleepless 
sentinel 
guarding a sacred spot, 
it was the 
grandest time the earth had ever seen, 
so all agreed, oven 
the beasts and the 
birds and those that lived under the 
waters along the land, arul so thought 
the poor Innuita (as the Esquimaux call 
themselves), who had come from a far- 
off shore, 
desolate and devoid of all 
such brightness and plenty. 
“ W ho reigns in this fair land? ” asked 
our Innuit forefathers of the peaceful 
inhabitants. 
The deity we now worship 
is Me-ah-tuk, the eider duck, although 
we have had many before, but then the 
country was never so prosperous under 
them. 
Once ruled the reindeers’ god, 
but to please them he made all the water 
into land bearing sweet grasses for them 
to eat, and all the lakes were made into 
mere puddles, where the reindeer could 
drink, and everything 
was 
given to 
grass, so the seal and the walrus and the 
» polar bear suffered more than the rein­ 
deer gained. Then the god of the whales 
ruled over all, 
and the waters com­ 
menced creeping up over the land to 
please them, and soon everything thereon 
would have been destroyed had not the 
musk-oxen succeeded him, and back 
again increased the land, until the 
poor 


and walrus were once more in 
agony for a place to rest, until Tornar 
suk, chief (ish-oo-mut-tik) of all the gods, 
heard their cries, and left the many 
lands he ruled to place a ruler over this 
that would do better. 
The deities of all 
the animals and birds and insects pressed 
their claims to rule, and every on** thought 
surely th * contest would be narrowed 
down to a choice among the more « ag­ 
gressive animals « and birds, but all 
wert 
dumfoun led « and surprised to see th 
modest eider duck selected from the 
gr» *at throng. 
Me-ah-tuk, said Torn&r- 
suk, needs many lakes in which to breed 
and raise her young, and this creates n 
great deal of land to inclose the lakes, 
and on this land would grow the gr.ix.« 
for the grazing animals. The sea and it* 
inlets and its floods would be needed, for 
here the full-grown eiders love to con­ 
gregate and swim upon tho dancing 
waves, and the seal « and the narwhal and 
the walrus need not lament. 
So the deity of the eider ducks was 
made god of all. 
Tornarsuk remained 
among them to see tho effect, rad so 
great was tho contentm ent and so pleased 
were all that when he left he told them 
that he expected it would be a long time 
before he again visited them, so sure 
was he of their continued happiness, 
and he has never yet returned. 
Such 
was the unbounded era of happiness 
w hen the firsi Innults had come, an era 
which was gladly 
hailed, and with 
loyalty they attached them selves to the 
worship and respect of their new sover­ 
eign. They had left behind them a dual 
deity good and bad, united in one, and lie 
ruled them according to his varying 
m oods—half tho tim e he was gracious 
and half the tim e ho was angry. 
Half 
the tim e the sun shone and half the time 
it was night. 
H alf the year he seemed morose and 
the days were short and tho nights were 
long, but when the flowers cam e and 
w ith them the birds he was as genial as 
any and the days lengthened at tho ex­ 
pense of th“ night. 
But her3 was per­ 
petual day and eternal plenty, so tbe 
footsore pilgrims were contented, and 
their god of tw o moods they gladly for­ 
sook for ono with but a single mood, 
and that one so steadfast and genial. 
Though they w illingly quit their alle­ 
giance to their old-time god, the aban­ 
donment was not mutual, and as soon 
as he knew that some of his subjects 
were gone lie searched for them far and 
xvide. 
Ho sunk part of his land under 
the great water that ho m ight pursue 
them in a boat. 
lie called on the sun to 
give him constant light that he m ight 
look for them in all the corners of the 
universe. 
His travels brought him to 
the peaceful land of Aksham ak, guided 
thither by the search, and the dazzling 
power of his sun that came with him 
overwhelmed the rays of the ever-shin­ 
ing orb of the country. 
Ho demanded 
in thundering tones his long-lost people, 
but the great eider duck only drew them 
closer under her w ings and vow-ed that 
all were entitled to her protection as 
ong as she was able, and that only Tor­ 
narsuk could comm and otherwise. 
Then began the grand war of the gods 
which is not even yet decided. 
Many 
are the messengers that have l>een sent 
to Tornarsuk, but no reply comes to 
them, and slow ly tho strength of the 
struggling eider deity wanes. 
First the 
ingry one swore he would devastate the 
:‘air land of Aksham ak and rnako it a (les- 
t uninhabited by living thing. His sun 
battled long with that of the eider and 
won tho first great victory, for the lat­ 
ter wais shorn of its fiery hair and bright 
rays, « and wandered in the heavens «as 
the silvery moon, 
with just enough 
light left to illum ine the bright snows of 
the cheerless winter time, and even then 
so weak at tim es that it must concen­ 
trate all its flame on one edge t<> be seen 
by the beloved people of Aksharnak, so 
they will not lose heart as they would 
if it disappeared altogether, and they 
m ight not see it if it attempted to 
illumine its whole face «at these de­ 
spondent times, so weak and diffused 
would it 
bo. 
Like .a great gladia­ 
tor dying in an unequal struggle, it al- 
ways presents that brilliant edge, dim as 
it is compared with yore, to its bated 
rival, that it may think it yet full of 
life. 
Then when its victory was almost 
complete, the sun of the Innuits re­ 
treated to its own land to the far south 
and withdrew its warm rays and those 
it had captured 
from the despoiled 
captive, and tho air became so chili that 
it seemed that everything must perish 
with the cold. 
Then the'great eider god made w ings 
from the ocean waves for her subjects, 
that they m ight fly south to the warm 
sun; for as the waives rise and fall, so 
did the wings she m ade from them, and 
bore their owners to tho more genial 
clime. 
First she m ade those of her own 
kind—that is, eider ducks—and by the 
tim e they were 
completed the Innuit 
god, seeing that his own people were 
not com ing lirst, as he thought they 
would, to avoid the plague of cold, apd 
not wanting the other life of Aksharnak 
in his south land, stilled the w aves with 
wintry sheets of ice, and no more wings 
could be made. 
H e wanted his Innuits, 
but not the other kinds of life from a 
land he hated so. 
From the crystal ice, 
the corpses of the waves, the eider god 
yet essayed to make more wings for her 
subjects, 
and 
put them on the ptar­ 
migan, that they might travel, too, 
but 
they could only fly the thickness of the 
icebergs from which their wrings were 
cut, and the god of the south laughed 
loud and long. So swift was his breath 
in these convulsive gasps of mirth that 
the land of Akshamak was swept as if 
by a tornado; and thus the scnithern 
gales, so lonx and furious, were com­ 


menced. 
Then 
the 
great 
eider 
thought 
her 
little 
one* 
must 
fK*r- 
ish, for they could not fly south; but 
she « rose high in 
the heaven-, « an 
plucked from her breast until it was 
bare the white down that, falling «a* 
snow, covered all the land, and into this 
the Innuit pilgrims « and tho hares, tht 
polar l» ears, the ermine and many others 
burrowed and kept warm, and to tin 
day the eider duck thus protects h; 
nest and young. 
Then by the motion o; 
her great wings, reaching 
from the 
morning sun to the fading twilight, sire 
created the north wind that swept the 
edges bare of snow, so tho musk ox and 
reindeer m ight find a little food to keej 
them living till the sun returned, anti 
that beat down the snow till her new 
acquisition, the Innuits, could cut itin te 
blocks and make their houses from it. 
Backward and forward the war was 
waged, the eider duck god slow ly losing 
in the struggle. 
Even the moon laid to travel south at 
times, so cheerless was it in its formei 
land, but she left some of her rays and 
placed them in the sky as the northern 
lights to show that she would return. 
Every spring the Innuit god would re­ 
turn and watch and search the land 
all summer to see what destruction la 
had accomplished during the winter, 
and just when all the life of Aksharnak 
thought that the good old tim es m ight 
return, southward he would go, and 
leave them in darkness and terrible cold 
once more 
Backward and forward he 
went, but each tim e he left them h€ 
stayed away a little longer, and great 
mountains of ice were made, and slowly 
Aksharnak was becoming a desert where 
nothing 
could 
live. 
E,oeh approach 
was 
hailed 
with 
delight 
by 
thos< 
that were left in the wintry tim e tc 
wander over the ice « and snow. 
As tin 
reindeer god had been 
eo partial to th* 
reindeer at the expense of others, and 
the god of 
the whales to those great 
fishes, so the eider duck, seeing her o w n 
kind well « able to endure the pre» at 
state of things by flying south in win: •: 
and returning in summer, became, aft« • 
her hard fight to save « all in her hand 
som ewhat reconciled to the new order o f 
things and began to relax her efforts 
The others that she had not treated sc 
well began to complain—those that she 
had not given wings to escape the w in­ 
ter and had left to do as best they might. 
Then when the god of the south was ir. 
Aksham ak one summer the polar bears 
asked if they could worship him and 
leave the eider duck deity’s allegiance 
forever, and he said he would try tin r 
and lest their loyalty, but they must wen: 
his seal, his uniform of state*, 
tie hated 
the black darkness and loved the white 
light—and he made the polar bear a - 
white as the snow to show that th y be 
longed to 
his following. 
Afterward 
came the hares, and were made white. 
Then cam e the wolves, and their coats 
were changed, but as some of them al 
lowed themselves to be caught by his 
renegade children — the Innuits — and 
trained to draw their sledges over the 
snow, he changed his mind and made 
them a light gray and turned the dogs 
black again, and told the wolves that 
until they brought back their erring 
brethren he would not make them pure 
white. 
Ho to this day the Esquimau 
dogs are dark, the wolves from which 
they 
sprang are 
nearly white, 
and 
wherever the latter m eet the former 
they kill them and suck their blood. 
Then came the ptarmigan, 
the timid 
bird, and was m ade white; but so fear­ 
ful was it that the eider god would 
t:ike away even the short wings it had 
given it that when the eiders returned 
from the south they found the ptarmi­ 
gan in a dusky coat, « and not until they 
had gone again did it put on its new 
feathers of white. 
And so the wily fox, fearing th.nt the 
eiders would not supply it with all the 
eggs it could eat in tho summer if it 
wore the enem y’s unform, returned to 
its coat of blue during that time, and 
with many sly winks and hypocritical 
assumptions put on its white fur as soon 
as the last of them were gone « and com ­ 
menced worshiping the southern god so 
far away. 
But tho musk-ox, 
and the 
walrus, and the big whale had all ruled 
under Tornarsuk « and loyally believed 
that he would be back aim restore the 
old manner of things, and they all re­ 
tained their old coats of black, 
“ (live 
me som ething,” 
begged the musk-ox, 
“ with which to chew the winter’s hard 
grass.’* 
His prayer was to the southern 
god and ho made him teeth, but made 
them whitehind so that all the others 
could see. 
“ Give mo 
som ething to 
search for the m ussels and clams th.ot 
since tho intense cold have 
burrowed 
deep in tho bottom of the s“ a,” be- 
seeched the walrus, « and he made him 
tusks, but he made them white, 
“ (live 
me something, o h ! southern god, in 
which I may wrap m yself to keep me 
from freezing in your chilly waters." 
asked the whale, and he covered him 
with a foot or two of fat, but he made 
it white, as his emblem. 
Most loyal of all to the eider duck 
were the Innuits, 
w ho li.ad been the 
cause of all tho wrangling that was end­ 
ing in the destruction of the country, 
and against them and, their god all the 
wrath of the great southern deity was 
held. 
He told all the animals and birds 
that until they became loyal once again 
to him, and became white, ho would not 
convert Aksharnak into an 
Eden os of 
yore; but if by the time his sun was 
weary of visiting 
the cold northland 
they had not relented he would send peo­ 
ple whose faces were white to that land, 
and when the dark-faced 
men and 
women and dark-skinned animals 
and 
fishes were all ito&d Aksharnak would 


be as before. 
And now, Thy friends, 
whose father’s father’s father told this 
so very long ago, and whose listeners 
j 
laughed «at the thought of such curious 
people as those with skins on them like i 
the polar bear, let me say that the white I 
men from tho south « are truly am ong us, 
j 
and it is too late for us to repent, but J 
over our bodies will bloom many kinds ! 
of brilliant flowers that we see not in I 
our summers now, and on our graves I 
will shine «a never-setting sun.” 
And in the silence which followed this 
narrative I could not help but think that 
however poorly or poetically it may be 
worded, whether in legend, story, or 
plain facts, this simple people, too, like 
all tho others of our continent, recognize 
their inevitable extinction before the ad­ 
vancing m arch of the w hites.—Frederick 
Schwa tka.
